Residents appo&ed to two pro¬ 
posed downtown niega-biirs 
will hiive to gear up for un- 
other round, us the owners 
have appealed the city's deci¬ 
sion to turn them down. 

The Urban Sparq hospitality^ 
group filed an appeal WednES- 
day of the city’s refusal to grant 
a de\relopm.ent permit for both 
of their proposed locations. 

The company wanted to 
build a 40Chseut locution on 
104 Street and 102 Avenue 
and a 1,400-seat nightclub in 
the former Mother’s Market 
building. 

■fhe city ruled both locations 
would “materially interfere 


with or affect the use, enjoy¬ 
ment or value of neighbouring 
properties,' when it turned 
down the uppliciitions on Aug. 
10. llie company appealed to 
the subdivision and develop¬ 
ment appeal board, which wil] 
hear the case later this fall. 

In a statement Thursdiiy, the 
company said it’s responding to 
demand as dov^mtovra changes. 

“The 10-4 Street pub would 
add to the core’s vibrancy as 
thousands of more people will 
patronize downtoim establish¬ 
ments before and after events 
at the new Rogers .Arena," said 
Brendan Crooks, a senior man¬ 
ager with Urban Sparq. 

Crooks said there are sev¬ 
eral other laige venues in the 
down towm near residential 
areas and the compiiny is pre- 
pitted to be a good neighbour 

“We are listening to the 
community and we will en¬ 
sure ull reasonable manage¬ 
ment practices are in place 
to minimize community con¬ 
cerns," he said.

Ihe team reiponiible for watch¬ 
ing and rating every single mow 
ie !jho\VTi in Alberta is hiLving 
a movie night, and you're in¬ 
vited. T'he catch? They want 
your thoughts on drugs, sex 
and violence. 

Alberta Him CLassifreadon is 
currently recruiting voliinteens 
for a new pilot project hitppen- 
ing in September. They'll show 
a recent movie, and follow it 
with a conversation about how 
it should be rated and why. 

“Film classification is not a 
question of ticking boxes. We 
don't count sweEtr words imd 
automatiolly go to a certain rat¬ 
ings category," said Paul Ileariion, 
director of Arts Services with 
.Alberta Culture and Tourism. 

“'Ihere's a lot ofsubdety and 
context and tone. So what we 
are hoping is to have some use¬ 
ful codiversations about how Al¬ 
bertans feel about certain types 
of content." 

Both film content and public 
attitudes shift os'er dme. Ftarson 
said in the decade he's been in¬ 
volved there's been an increase 
in things like crude humour 
— think fart jokes — drug use 
and certain types of sexual con¬ 
tent. Some might be surprised 
that while the Etiglishrspealdng 
prosinces all use the same scale 
of C, PC, 14A, ISA and R, plus 
warnings for specific content, 
they all determine their own 


rating. v\lberta'5 been doing it 
since 1913, imd the provinces 
don't always agree. 

EvTn though the ability to 
rate entertainment was granted 
to the provinces back in the daj's 
of silent film, I'earson argues it 
still makes sense. 

He says Canadian vieviTrsane 
generally less tolerant of vio¬ 


lence than Americans., but more 
OK with sexual content. There 
are regional differences, too. 

“There is a difierence in com¬ 
munity standards,'" he said, 
“when we talk to Albertans 
{the opinion is) that viewers in 
Grande lhairie or Lethbridge or 
Edmonton are different than 
viewers in Vancouver or Tbronh 


to," he said. 

Lteadpool, for example, made 
headlines after getting slapped 
with an K rating in the States. 
-Alberta eventually gave it a 14A, 
with warnings for nudity, sexual 
content and riolence, jl±nugh 
Ontario opted for an ISA. 

Pearson said it Idck-started 
conversation about what 14A 


actually means— they got more 
than SO letters from people 
across the province. 

"it was greEit to see people 
engiiging with content and en¬ 
gaging ivith what they're see 
ing, and not just consuming it."

Epcor asks public to cut down water use

The raging, rising and muddy 
North Saskatchewan River has 
iiuide it more difiicu.lt for Ep¬ 
cor to process drinking water, 
so they’re asking people to cut 
back 

The utility compimy Eisked the 
public Thursday to ke^ shower’s 
short, delay doing Jaundry, and 
cut down on non-essential water 
uses like washing cars, watering 
lawns and filling swimming 
pools. 


The company has reservoirs 
around the city^ that should give 
some buffer, but to extend their 
use the company wmuld like 
people to use water responsibly. 

Chris Ward, the city’s utility^ 
services branch manager, said 
the city will restrict the flushing 
of sewers and wtitering of trees, 
among other things. 

“We have been requested to 
control our water usage as a 
city, and He're putting proced¬ 
ures in place to make sure that 
Vie restrain our non-essential 
usage,'" he said. 

I'he fiver rose four metres 
fmm'l'uesday afternoon to Wed¬ 


nesday night, causing flow rate 
to increase drarmitically. It crest¬ 
ed just after midnight and has 
been receding since then, drop¬ 
ping about nine inches b>^ noon 
Thursday. 

Ward said there is still a pos- 
sibiJEy that more rain upstream 
of Edmonton — which caused 
the rise in the first place — 
could chEuige that, so the city 
is continuing to closely monitor 
water levels. 

Several low-lying trails in the 
river valley temiiin closed until 
further notice. I'he water did 
not cieep high enough to affect 
homes in the area.

Declining eniplnyinent rates 
have eased one industry^’s bu¬ 
rden that’s struggled isith ne- 
truilment in the past: school 
buses. 

With the first diiy of school 
just over a week awayn many 
of the private companies are 
finding staffing easier than they 
have in years. 

Brian Hauptman, general maiir 
ager Vndth Golden jVnow School 
Buses said vtihen he puts out 
an ad for a driver in Edmonton 
these dill's he gets upwmds of 
70 resumes a day. Tviio j'eiu’s ago, 
mavtje seven or eight trickled in. 

■“It’s certainly an improve¬ 


ment over whiit we’ve seen in 
the past, vife’re pleased to see 
that,'" he said. 

The demogiaphica of virho's 
appli^ing has also changed. The 
part-time job tends to appeal to 
stay-at-home parents and the 
senii-retirad, he said^ but now 
he’s seeing mote interest from 
people laid off from other in¬ 
dustries. 

That’s seconded by Gcfdvinn 
Eweka, a recruitment officer at 
First Student, who said he’s seen 
a "huge influx’' of interest in bus 
driving over the last j'ear. 

“There's a large number of 
people who were invoked in 
the oil industry who weie really 
affected, who are looking for 
something like this to keep them 
afloat.” 

Hauptman, a 30-year veteran 
of the industry^ saiti bus dri^nng 
is often a canary in the economic 
coal mine. 

"When the economy is strong, 
even before it's strong and every¬ 
one knows it, you knovi^ in this 
business, because recmitment 
becomes an issue.”

Some of the la&t evacuees 
from the Fort Me Murray 
wildfire are being allowed 
to return horne after 
Alberta's top health officer 
approved the cleanup of 
their neighbourhoods. 

"1 am confident that 
the municipality has the 
plans, mitigations and 
tools in place to ensure 
people returning to these 
homes will be safe" Karen 
Grimsrud said Thursday, 

Some 4S9 homes 
in two Fort Me Murray 


neighbourhoods badly 
damaged in the May 
fire have been declared 
safe for re-entry starting 
Wednesday. Grimsrud 
said those districts were 
particularly laden with 
debris and ash, which 
needed to be cleared away. 

"{It's} not uneKpected, 
when you have a wildfire 
in a metropolitan area, that 
you will have ash that is 
containing heavy metals 
and other toxic material," 
said Grimsrud^ who visited 
the site last week.

Prep Time: 10 minutes j Cook Time: 5 minutes | Makes 4 Servings 


Ingredients 

1 cucumber, seeded and cubed 
1 avocado, cubed 

pound (225g) honeydew melon, cubed 
Itbsp (15 mL) extra virgin olive oil 
1 llmejuiced and zested 
1 tbsp (1S mL) fresh basil, finely chopped 
Kosher salt and black pepper, to taste 
1 package Western Family small scallops 


1 tbsp (15 mL) canola oil 


Directions 

1. Combine cucumber, avocado, melon, 
extra virgin olive oil, limejuice and zest 
and basil in a medium bowL Season 
to taste with kosher salt and ground 
pepper. 

2 . Heat a griddle pan to moderate to high 
heat Season the scallops with salt and 
brush with oil Grill for 2 to 3 minutes 
and turn. Grill for another 1 minute and 
remove from heat. Serve immediately 
topped with salsa.

When Mike All-in w^is final¬ 
ly released from the hospice 
where doctors tho-ught he 
would die of his termirLal 
melanoma^ all he wanted to 
do was walk again. 

"When 1 tame out of hos¬ 
pice my body didn't work, I'd 
been laid up for such a long 
time,'^ he said, “it wms just 
determination that 1 was go¬ 
ing to do it. 

It was a long way to the 
end of the driveway, he had 
to sit down perched on the 
curb at the end of the lawn, 
but he made it. 

It's one of the moments 
Allan recreates in a new^ 
photo series called Melanoma 
Through My Lens. 

It's a project created by the 
Save your Skin Foundation 
to try and kick-start a con¬ 
versation around advanced 
melanoma. 

Allan believes he got his 
from tanning beds he used 
before going on vacation. 

Making matters worse, until 
recently, advanced melanoma 
had limited treatment options 
— something .Allan remem¬ 
bers well. 

“When they told me I was 
teiTninal and there's nothing 
we can do for you, there's no 
cure, there's no treatment, 
there's nothing," he said. 

“It’s a terrible feeling."

But after getting that ver- 
dicl in 2007, the Prince Geoige 
resident eventually contacted 
the foundation svhere he was 
told about clinical trials hap¬ 
pening in Edmonton. 

Over four and a half years, 
he and his wife got up before 
dawn to make the trek to the 
city every three weeks so he 
could participELte. The first one 
didn't work, hut the second 


one did. 

Now, he's stiU in treatment 
hut mostly back to living his 
life. 

“J shouldn't be here. Most 
people of the people who were 
in that clinical study didn't 
make it," he said. 

But he jumped at the 
chance to participate in the 
photo project because he 
wants other people diagnosed 


thiit it's no longer as bleak as 
it once was — he paints out 
that both of the drugs used in 
his trials are now approved 
for treatment. 

“Now there's hope, there's 
lots of hope for people now. 
That's what i want to give 
back. Just because you have 
the melanoma doesn’t mean 
you have to die now, there ate 
things that can be done now." 


REXALL PLACE 

Northlands not a 
fan of ticket tax

Northlands will continue to 
charge a ticket surcharge for 
events at Rexall Place for now, 
but it's not happy about it. 

Ai pint of the dmvnlnwii Euenii 
agreement with the Katz Group a 
ticket surcharge was put in place 
on future arena es^ents, the pro¬ 
ceeds of which will help pay off 
the building’s construction costs. 

■fhere has been a similar sur¬ 
charge on tickets at Rexall Place 
since las'!, with rewnite going to 
Northlands. As part of the iirena 
deal Northkuids has to keep char¬ 
ging a surcharge, to keep the two 
iuenas on a level pla^ring held, 
but the nesrenue will now go to 
the city instead. 

Northlands CEO Tim Reid said 
they^’ll charge the fee on tickets 
for events, but only because a 


by-law legally requires them to. 

“\Ve don't believe thatisnecesr 
sarily a &ir bybw and we have 
been in discussions with the dty," 
Reid said. 

The surcharge came up in 
a report on Northlands Vision 
2020 plan released Wednesday. 
The plan called for a dnunatic 
overhaul of the site, but city ad- 
minisnation laige^r rejected the 
idea as unworkable. 

The report suggests North¬ 
lands might file a legal claim 
over the issue. 

Northlands owes the citv £47.4 
million for the Expo Centre and 
Reid said having anything that 
stands in the way of making 
money hurts everyone involved. 

“'^Ve think it's incxedibly pro¬ 
hibitive to the success of North¬ 
lands and candidly to our abEitj' 
to repay that debt," he said. 

The city^ has not determined 
where the revenue from the 
Northlands surcharge will go.

Biofuel plant on 
track, city promises 


Despite some delays and court 
proceedings, the city expects a 
facility thiit converts waste to 
biofuels will be up and running 
next year. 

In 2008 the city^ signed a deal 
with biofuel company Enerkem, 
gi'imting them a lease on kind 
at the Edmonton Waste Man¬ 
agement Centre. The city also 
Eigneed to provnde the company 
with 100,000 tonnes of waste per 
year to feed the plant. 

Constniction is now complete, 
but the plant is not yet up and 
running. Chiis Ward., the Cilya's 
manger of utilities, said theyr be¬ 
lieve the plant will be operational 
early next year. 

“We liave really been working 
jointly with them to commission 
all of the fodJities,’' he said. “ We 


fuTtily believe the end is in sighL" 
'ITie plant Viill tike garbage 
thEit isn't recy'clable or compost¬ 
able and conven it into methanol 
and ethanol. Ward said a process 
like this requires a lot of work 
to rruike sure the waste going 
in is properly sorted, and that 
has bffin one of the chaUeng-s. 

“If if was all one materUJ it 
would be easy, but it’s not," he 
said. 

Some builder's liens and 
cLiims hiive been filed against 
Enerkem and some of daose have 
named the dty. VVhid said the dty 
is monitoring the claims, but be 
lieves ihey're not a major issue. 

“like any contractor building 
something, there may be some 
disputes with subcontractors,"

Broken Fall is the first large 


scale exhibition piece that has 
evia: been instilled from the gal¬ 
lery's ceiling, and this marks the 
second time the piece has been 
shosvn in public. 

The mobile references the 
work of mobile milker Alexiinder 
Calder and has one piece ^ng 
ofF-kilter on the ground, which 
is w'here the name comes from. 

“It speaks to the fact that 
something that's wrong or 
broken can be fust as interest¬ 
ing, or that act of breaking some¬ 
thing can be just as much a piirt 
of the creative act as maldng it 
in the first place," Moppett said. 

Broken Fall offers an eark look 
at the upcoming exhibition titled 
Damian Moppett and Ron Mop¬ 
pett (Every' Storys Has Two Sides), 
starting Sept. 17, which the artist 
will share with his &ther. 

The exhibition will mark the 
first time the father and son hiite 
had their work shown together. 

“It's something 1 never 
thought would really happen,'" 
Moppett said. 

“It's been really fun, actualJy."

Disappearance at 
lookout still cold 


It's been a decade since 7C>-year- 
old Stephiinie Stewart vanished 
while working alone at a wild¬ 
fire lookout in dense mountain 
forest in northwestern ,Mberla. 

RCMP determined the healthy^ 
and adventurous senior, an ex¬ 
perienced fire spotter who spent 
many summers living in the 
bush, wiis most probably a homi¬ 
cide victim. 

Spokesman Cpl. Hariumbull 
siiys tips continue to come in 
about the case, but there have 
been no arrests. 

Her body has never been 
found.

■furnbull says.

Danielle Bouchard and Mar¬ 
tin Senechalate concentrating 
the study on adults over the 
age of fiS. 

“We have been hitting our 
heads against the wall to get 
older adults to gain signifitant 
miiscte mass by doing exercise 
or anything else, it’s hand to 
get older adults to gain muscle 
mass after a certiiin age^" Bou¬ 
chard said Thursday. 

U.S.-based company Plasma 
Nutrition belie^TS its product, 
called Moto Protein, has greater 
benefits than other protein 
shakes because it is more eas¬ 
ily digested^ said Bouchard. 

“If you take more protein 
you gain more muscle mass 
and for older adults, hiiving 


more muscle mass equals less 
risk of ditfenent chronic condi¬ 
tions, having less need for help 
a nd having more function. Be¬ 
ing independent longer is the 
ultimate goal,^ she said. 

Bouchard said the 12-sveek 


study will assess whether test 
subjects, between the ages 
O'f 65 and SO, develop more 
muscle mass and have the as¬ 
sociated benefits such as im¬ 
proved balance and mobility. 

She said they will be com¬ 


pared with a second group that 
will be given a regular protein 
drink. 

Bouchard siiid while Moto 
Protein has been on the mar¬ 
ket for some time and is ap¬ 
proved by Health Canada, it

Ftisl Nations leaders expressed 
dismay Thursday that two com¬ 
munities in northern Ontario 
were given less thiin a week's 
notke from Health Canada that 
iheir federally run nursing sta¬ 
tions would be temporarily 
dosed. Keewaywin First Nation 
and Nibinamik first Nation were 
told in a memo dated Tuesday 
thiit [he federal department was 
planning to put a temporary al¬ 
ternative ni'^cal plan in place 
by' the end of this week. 

Ihe memo, dated Aug. 23, sug 
gesled the communities would 
have to access telemedkine — 
treatment imd diiignosis remote 
]y, either over the phone or via 
s^eo link — at a nursing station 
in another community. 

'Ihe short notice was unaccept¬ 
able, said Nishnawbe Aski Na¬ 
tion Grand Chief ^M^in fiddler, 
noting the memo prompted 
unnecessary' chiios and confu¬ 
sion on the ground. Charlie ,'\n- 
gus, an Ontario NDP MP, urged 
Health Minister jane Philpott to 
iiddress the grave slate of mdigerh 
DUS health. “She's aiAure of this 
crisis, she knows the magnitude 
of the crisis, she knows lives are 
at stake." Angus said.

Canada’s Italian 
community 
looking into 
recovery efforts 

A Canadian citizen was killed 
iind another injured when an 
earthquake struck a mountain¬ 
ous stretch of Italy on Wednes¬ 
day, leasing 250 people dead 
and tlKiustir^ homeless, Gkibal 
Affaii^ Canada said. 

“J was estiemeljr saddened Eo 
see the tragic loss of life follow¬ 
ing the desnstacing earthquiike in 
central Italy, which now includes 
the death of a Canadian citizen," 
Toneign Minister Stephane Dion 
said in a statement 'Ihursday. 

"We share in the grief of the 
lives cut short by this terrible 
event.'" 

The foreign afliairs department 
did not release the name of the 
victim, citing privacy concerns. 

The 6.2-magnicude quake 
struck at 3:36 a.m. Wednesday, 
injuring at least 365 people and 
reducing four historic tosvns in 
the Appenine Mountains often- 
tral Italy to laibble. It was the 


deadliest earthquake to hit the 
tountry since 2009. when a seis¬ 
mic shift shattered L’AqiiikL — 
less’ th;m 100 kilometres ftom 
this week’s desastarion—killing 
more than 300 people. 

Officials say 72 Canadians 
were registered as being in the 
area when the earthquake strude, 
though they did not say whether 
any Canadians are missing. 

Vaughan resident Sam Cit- 
colini, 72, returned from the 
region less than tivo weeks ago, 
strolling the narrow streets of vd- 
iages now smothered in concretie 
rubble and debris. 

Ciccckni stiys 4S Eimily mem- 
ben live in a mountain \a31age 
100 kilometres southeast of the 
quake's epicenter. 

"At 4:30 a.m., 1 get a What's.App 
from (rny niece) saying. There's 
an earthquake outi^e tjur home¬ 
town. We are all scared for the 
aftershocks, hut no destruction 
jet.'” reaiHed Qccilini, who grew 
up in central Italy. 

"As soon as daj^ broke and the 
aeriiil shots were coming in, 1 
said, 'Oh my gexi Entire temms.”’ 

Ciccolini is the wcethair of 
Villa Charities, which helped 
raise monejr following the 2009 
earthquake in L''j''iquiJa and fund¬ 


ed a new comniunityr centre. 

Bob Sitcco, president of the 
Mationa! Federation of Gtnadian 
Italian Business and Professional 
Associations, says that while it's 
still early, his niganization is 
looking at options to support 


Eecosery efforts. 

“1 got a lot of calls from our 
chaptets in Montreal and vari¬ 
ous chiipters across Qinada that 
biisicaHy said, '^How can sve help'.'^ 
The first step is really to figure 
out who the right people are to 


have an idea and do an efiecti>'e 
plan,'" he said. 

Seven years ago, Sacco was 
involved in the .Abruzzo Earth¬ 
quake Kelief l^und. which loused 
S2 million for a new medical re¬ 
search facility at the University 


of L’Aquila. Another S400,D00 
was donated to the Red Cross. 

“The Italian community 
stepped up to the plate when 
that happened there. and Tm 
sure they'll do that this time as 
well,'* Sacco said. 

The four towns and villages hit 
hardest were Amatrice, I’iescara 
del Tronto. Arquata del Tronto 
and Accumoli. All have medi¬ 
eval roots with centuries-old 
buildings. 

Constantin ChristopouJos, pn> 
fessor of civil engineering at the 
University of Toronto, said the 
proximilyr of the quake’s epi¬ 
centre to the sdlJages iuid towns 
affected pJaj'ed a big role in the 
devastation, on top of sheer mag¬ 
nitude. 

■"rhe closer the epicenter to 
the populated areas, the more 
damage that we see," Christop- 
onlos said, noting the fburcom- 
niunities sat within 12 kilometres 
of the seismic source. 

“Many of the buildings that

Burkini ban faces 
threat of challenge 


France's highest administrative 
authoritj^ is s’tudjdng whether 
local bans on full-body burkini 
swimsuits are legal, amid groviA 
ing contei’ns in the countij^ imd 
abroad about poJee forcing Mus¬ 
lim women to disrobe. 

Images of uniformed police 
appearing to require a woman 
to take off her tunic, and media 
accounts of similar incidents, 
have elicited shock and itnger 
online this week. 

Some fear that burkini bans 
in se\^eral french towns, based 
on a strict application of French 
secularism policies, are worsen¬ 
ing religious tensions. Udsisions 
have emerged in Idesident Fran¬ 
cois Hollande’s government over 
the bans, and protests have been 
held in London and Berlin by 
those defending women's right 
to wear what they want 

Critics of the local decrees 
have said the orders are too 
VEigue, prompting local police 
officials to fine even ivomen 
wearing the traditional Islamic 
headscarf and hijab, but not bur- 
kinis. The bans do not use the 
word “burkinr but forbid in a 
general way clothing that is os¬ 
tentatiously religious. 

Prime Minister Manuel Vails 
said on BFVI television on Thurs¬ 
day that burldiiis represent the 
'’enskivement of Vi^omen’' and 
reiterated support for the bans

After four years of grueling 
bombardment and crippling 
siege, the remaining residents 
and rebels of a Damascus sub¬ 
urb agreed to surrender and 
evacuate under the terms of 
an agreement reached Thurs¬ 
day.

Imagine paying hundreds of 
doUais for a cou^ juu've never 
sat on or a bed you've never 
tested out. 

A growing number of online 
retailers say more cuitomeni are 
willing to do just that when it 
comes to furniture shopping. 

In the last few years, people 
ate forgoing trips to cavernous 
showrooms humming with com- 
mission-seeldng salespeople and 
instead going online to furnish 
their homes. 

“Consumers are starting to 
realize that there are other op¬ 
tions out there and they don’t 
have to deal with the traditional 
store on every comer, which 
Wits a terrible experience." said 
Philip Klim, CEQat online mat¬ 
tress compciny Casper. 

“It was an experience that 
didn't have to reinvent Itself 
for some time. There's been 
very^ little innovation." 

Unlike its big-box competi¬ 
tors, the New Yorkhased star¬ 
tup, which launched in 2014, 
sells only one type of latex and 
memoryfbam mattress ranging 
from S725 for a twin to SI,275 
for a California King. 

Krim wmuld not disclose 
Casper's annual sales figures 
in Canada. But he estimates 


the mattress market here is 
worth Si.4 billion a year, with 
the global market about $50 
biUion US. 

One draw fictor for Qisper's 
customers is that they have the 
luxury^ of relying on thousands 
of online nesiews instead of rely^ 
iiig on one salesperson's pitcfi, 
Krim added. 

“Lying on a mattress for 30 
to 60 seconds in a store under 
fluorescent light with a commis¬ 
sion salesperson standing next 
to you is not the right way to 
shop fora mattress or to know 
if a mattiess is comfortable or 
the right bed for yon." he said. 
“The only way to know is to 
sleep on it." 

Casper and other similar star¬ 
tups like Leesa and Canadian- 
owned Endy also have lOCkiay 
return policies where they will 
pick up unwanted pnxlucts from 
a customer's home, no ques¬ 
tions asked. 

Deborah Poole, general man¬ 
ager at online home fumishings 
retailer Wayfair Canada, siiid 
e-commerce not only allows 
people to shop on their own 
lime but also have access to an 
even bigger selection than from 
a warehouse. Based in Boston, 
Wayfair sells more than seven 
million items including uphol¬ 
stered furniture, decorative ac¬ 
cents, thmw^ pillows, end tables 
and chairs. 

“Customers go looking for the 
biggest assortment. No store, no 
rruitter how big, cim do that" 
she said,

Jason Statham isn't so much 
an aotor as he is a brand. 

When you go to McDonald's 
you know you can expect the 
two all beef patties^ special 
sauce and the sesame seed 
bun to taste the same wheth¬ 
er j'Du're in Calgary or Hong 
Kong, it's that kind of brand 
management that has made 
Statham a star. You know what 
to expect from his movies — 
rippling abs^ some high kick¬ 
ing ac^ion^ his trademarked 
facial stubble and loads of 
explosions. 

It's a simple formula but 
one thiif works for his hms. 
i'erhaps the iidvertising slogan 
for his new fllm^ Mechanic: 
Resurrection should be New^ 
Hut Still Exactly the Same. 

Statham returns to the role 
of Arthur Bishopk a part ori¬ 
ginated by Charles Bronson 
and resuscitated by Statham 
in 2Dirs The Mechanic. 

The new film finds the ac¬ 
tor playing a variation on 
his Statham Character #1 in 
which he is a “loner with a 
past who must protect a loved 
oneC as opposed to Statham 
Character #2 which is the 
‘'loner with a past who must 
protect a youthfiil innocenl." 


As Bishop, he has put the 
bloody work of professional 
assassin in the past and is nosv 
trying to lead a normal life. 
VVhen a villain kidnaps the 
love of his life, however, he 
must get his hands dirty and 
return to his speciaitjr, killing 
people and making it look like 
an accident. 

Whar Statham lacks in 
range he makes up for in 
muscle lone. His well-crafted 
on-screen persona is equal 
parts stoic masculinity and 
lithe athletic ability. He's 
Charles Bronson [who starred 
in the original The Mechanic 
in 1972) with belter moves k a 
man of action and few words 
in the mould of Clint East- 
wood. if Clint had a better 
roundhouse kick. 

In Mechanic: Resurrection, 
his 38th film since 1998 (and 
he has at least three more 
in the pipeline), he doesn't 
do anything we haven't seen 
him do before, bnt no mat¬ 
ter, he simply does the things 
we expect him to do. That's 
what brands do, and as mov¬ 
ie brands go these days he's 
about as reliable as it gets. 

He is either remarkiibly con¬ 
sistent or just really enjoys 
playing guys who can break 
your neck with a steely gaze. 
Recently, a scientific poll — 


OK, 1 posted a question on fa- 
cebook — posed this question: 
What makes Statham movies 
so popular? Here are some of 
the comments: 

• His Blue Steel stare puts 
!Zoolander to shame! 

• His complete lack of facial 
movement? It's like if Bust¬ 
er Keaton svere an emotion¬ 
less British killing machine. 

• He always manages to kick 
someone's butt while being 
tied to a chair. 

• Not since Don Johnson, 
circa Miami Vice, has an ac¬ 
tor managed to maintain a 
perfect three-day stubble... 

Slatham's movies are pre¬ 
dictable as heck. 

“You gotta be kidding me!“ 
you'll be tempted to say at 
some of the plot twists, if only 
the mo^ne's characters didn't 
beat you to it. 

ITiey are cliche-a-thons, but 
because Statluim understands 
his audience and persona his 
films are dumb good fun. His 
iiber-macho presence is more 
important than the scripts. As 
long as he is in motion, run¬ 
ning and leaping, kicking and 
punching, and giving voice to 
action movie platitudes in his 
distinctive English rasp, his 
pictures work.

Seth Rogen's R-rnted animated 
film Sausage Party is almost cer¬ 
tainly not safe for work. 

But according to a complaint 
filed b^' Qinada's largest private 
sector union, the $70-million- 
grossing blockbuster may hEi\''e 
been “not fair for workers" 
either. 

On ’Ihesday. a Unifor union 
organizer told Metro she filed 
a third-paft>^ complaint at the 
Bmploj'ment Standards Branch 


against Njlrogen Studios over 
legations that some animatnrs 
were not piud for their overtime 
work for the Vancouver-based 
studio. 

“Nimigen wouldn't be the first 
time we've heard complaints of 
unpaid overtime," said Jennifer 
Moreau, vice-president of Unifo.r 
Local 20£I0, in a phone interview. 

'I’he allegations surfaced in 
Hollywood Reporter, which re¬ 
viewed a letter signed by roughly 
30 animators who worked on 
Sausage Psrty' for Nitrogen. Ihe 
letter alleged "unfiiir pressure 
tactics... used agiunst the teEun: 


intimidating staff into working 
past official studio hours, disci- 
pJiiiatiyf measures utilizing fear 
tactics that demotivate and cause 
distress (such as threatening to 
terminate emplojanent).'’ 

Moreau had since heard from 
one of the animators, whom she 
said "corroborated most of" the 
allegadorts. 

“These comments are not 
surprising given the ruiture of 
the industrj^ in Vancouver," she 
added. '“Most of these animators 
and visniii effects svorkers are 
working on contract, they're 
not unionized, and they work 


long hours."' 

Nitrogen Studios would not 
be interviewed Thursday, but in 
iin email to Memo the company's 
president, CHO imd executwe 
producer denied the allegations 
entireijr. 

“We have been monitoring 
the situation and take these al¬ 
legations very^ seriously," wrote 
Nicole Slinn. also Hst^ as line 
producer for Sausage Tarty. 
“Nitrogen Studios foliowed all 
emploirtnent regulations, so the 
claims are unfounded. Nitrogen 
also fulfilled aU of its contractual 
obligations ■with its employees."

For the last IS years Tve 
travelled the streets of To¬ 
ronto on my bike. 

In the early days, before 
designated! bike Imes arrived 
on some streets^ J quitkly 
learned that police will treat 
tydists like motorists: shortly 
after arriving to the dtj^ in '9S 
for grad school, I received a 
ticket for running a red light. 
Fve ne^erdone it again, 5185 
later. 

Today, I'm equal parts 
frustrated and bewildered 
more by my fellow^ cyclists 
than motorists: those that 
don't signal their intent, 
that breeze past open street¬ 
car doors, and that ride on 
sidewalks [some even ring 


their bells at pedestrians!] 
What confuses me most, 
however, involves what used 
to be pretty standard street 
fare: the right-hand turn. 

Today, at most down¬ 
town street lights where 
cars and bikes converge, it's 
turned into a juggernaut 
that shouldn't be: “'tyclisis 
can either stay behind the 
vehicle," the Ontario Ministry 
of Triinsportation advises me 
in its Siifety materkil, “or piiss 
the right-turning vehicle on 
the leR by shoulder checking, 
signalling, checking again 
and then passing on the left. 
Never pass a righi-tuming 
vehicle on the right." 

Mostly I just see motorists 
yielding to cyclists illegally 
pitssing on the right. When 
they don’t. I've observed 
cyclists give motorists the 
finger, kick their door, and 
yell at them to get out of 
the bike kme, which — in 
most cases — they've legally 
merged into. Once a cyclist 
even yelled at me for law¬ 
fully yielding to a car. It's

London’s ITV won’t pursue 
deal with Canada’s eOne

nV PLC says it's no longer 
interested in m^lk^ng a take¬ 
over offer for the Enleitaiu- 
ment One film studio and 
distribution busineis, which 
has roots in Canada. 

London-baaed ITV — which 
has hritain's largest private- 
sector television network and 
other euteTtainmenl busi¬ 
nesses — says it still believes 
in the logic of combining 
with eOne, but the two sides 
are too far apart on price. 

EOne shares jumped two 
weeks ago after ITV's initial 
proposal became public, but 
fell back in Thursday trading. 

They were down about 16 
per cent in afternoon trading, 
but still above their Aug. 3 
close when reports of an 
impending takeover offer 
began to circulate. 

Entertainment One con¬ 
firmed on Aiig. 10 that it had 
received and rejected a pro¬ 
posal from IT\'', but eOne's 
share price continued to rise 
on speculation of a higher 
bid. 

The company had valued 
ITV's proposal at 236 pence 

— about $4 CDN per share 
or $1.87 billion on Aug. 10 

— but said it wasn't enough. 

ITV issued a statement 


Thursday saying its view' of 
eOne's value “is different to 
the level at which the board 
ofeOne vi'ould currently en¬ 
gage in a more formal pro¬ 
cess 

Among other things, En¬ 
tertainment One w'as behind 
the movie Spotlight and the 
AMC television drama 'The 
Walking Dead. 

In total it has about 40,000 
film and television titles. 

Entertainment One has 
grown through a series of 


acquisitions into one of the 
world's biggest film and tele¬ 
vision companies, fts roots 
go back to Toronto and the 
music distributor Records 
on Wheels. 

It continued to grow in 
Canada before making its 
transatlantic leap. 

It became known as Enter¬ 
tainment One in 2005 and 
has been listed on the main 
London Stock Exchange since 
201D.

The actress has produced her 
first film, and stars in it, too: 
SouthsideUTthYru, anmiantic 
drama in theatres Friday about a 
fictionidized first diite between 
the neai U.S. president and first 
iady. Sumpter plays Michelle 
Robinson, a standout young 
legal associate who agrees to 
spend an afternoon with her 
junior colleague, Barack Obama. 

Sumpter connected with the 
story so deeply that she told 
writer-director Richard Tanne 
she‘d help him bring the film 
— his first — to the screen. 

"I said, You know Vifhat, even 
if 1 don't get to play (Michelle), 
I want to get this film made,"' 
she recalled during a recent 
interview at the London Hotel, 
wearing a sleeveless shift dress 


that revealed a robust preg- 
nanc},^ “"I don't know' how; T’l'e 
never produced, but I'm going 
to get this film made.'* 

As Sumpter pitched the 
project to potential invest¬ 
ors, she heard how pas¬ 
sionate she sounded ['“If s 
like fm speaking at the 
DMC.") and realized she 
hiid to play .Michelle, This 
was the kind of character 
the actress had longed to 
play and see on screen: A 
smart, selfconfident black 
woman at the centre of a 
romance who isn't desper¬ 
ately pining for the guy. 

“That's also ultimate¬ 
ly why 1 tvanted to do it, 
because you don't always 
get the roles thuil are the 
leads and empow'ering like 
this. You get the girlfriend or 
the w'ife or you're always the 
sidekick. You’re not the main 
event,’' siiid Sumpter, whose 
most recent girlfriend role was 
opposite Kevin Hart in Ride 
Along 2. “And 1 think Michelle's 
the prize, and she knows she's 
a prize.” 

Tanne said he wrote the part 
with Sumpter in mind. 

" J just hoped she would say 
yes,” he said. 


Southside With You follows 
the future first couple on a day'- 
long excmrsion that Michelle 
Insists is not a date. Barack 
(Parker Sawyers) has inv'ited 
her to a community meeting, 
but first he wants to take her 


to an art gallery' and to lunch. 
Tanne imagined the dialogue 
but says he based his screenplay 
on published reports about the 
eventual first couple's actual 
first outing. 

The film is set in Chicago and 


was shot last year in Michelle 
Obama's hometown neighbour¬ 
hood. 

Tanne and Sumpter said the 
Obamas are aw'are of the film, 
which premiered at the Sun¬ 
dance film festival in Janu¬ 


ary, but have not seen it, T'he 
White House was not consulted 
about the project and has yet 
to prosnde any official response 
to the film. 

Sumpter hadn't intended to 
be so pregnant as she promoted 
Southside With You, but the 
36-year-o-ld says the timing is 
actually perfect, f roducing a 
film, carrying her first child and 
playing the future Mrs. Obairui 
has left the actress feeling like 
she can accomplish anjrthing. 

“It was not planned, but it's 
like one of the best experiences 
I've ever had," she said. ”1 feel 
like I ' m going to pop right now 
but J have an empowerment 
with the baby here. She's giv¬ 
ing me stren^h and she's why 
] do what 1 do and it’s bigger 
than me.” 

Sumpter svLU continue to pro¬ 
duce arid is already dev'eloping 
her next project; a TV series 
mth John Legend's production 
company. Sumpter hasn't re¬ 
vealed what role she'll play, 
but says it's iuiother cieaticm 
being bom. 

“That's what I feel like. If s 
just a lot of things coming to a 
culmination and being birthed,'' 
she said.

Krasinski^s ode to little dramas

John Kras inski is pretty sure 
some of his favourite movies 
wouldn't get made in today's 
Hollywood Films like 'Hie Ver¬ 
dict, Knimer vs. Kramer, Ordinary 
Feople and other small dramas of 
that ilk seem to be even rarer iuid 
rarer in the ever-dHindlingsbte 
of studio films. Krasinski feels 
the absence both as an audience 
member and an actor. 

“I’eople f^l defined by those 
mo\fies," Krasinski said in a re¬ 
cent interview at a hotel just 
off the Sunset Strip. “Imagine 
ifThe '^■'erdict hadn't been made 
or whatever your favxjuiite is!” 

That's part of the reason he 
threw his weight behind 'fhe 
HoUais, an intimate portrait of 
a femily brought ts^gether when 
the matriarch is hospitalized 
svlth a brain tumour, which he 
produced, directed and stars in. 
The HoUars has been doing the 
festival circuit since premiering 
at the Sundance Film Festival 
earlier this year and comes out 
Friday in limited release. 

“It's not that those are the only 
stories that should be told, but 
in a landscape of huge budget 
mostes you want to remember 
where Vi'e’ie from ” he said. 

For the Hollar family, that's lit¬ 
erally a quaint suburban home in 
Ohio (iilthough they shot in Mis- 
sissippij.John (Krasinski), a strug¬ 
gling graphic designer Using in 
N'ew' York vAlh his very pregnant 


girlfriend (Anna Kendrick), hops 
on the first plane biick to the 
Midwest when he heius about 
his mothefs (Maigo MartindtiJe) 
tumour. There he gels wrapped 
up in the eveiyday dramas of life 
in close proximiCy to fiimily, like 
his father’s | Richard Jenkins) fi- 
nandal tumbles iind hk brother's 
(Sharlto Copley) divorce. 

It was a reunion, of sorts, for 
Krasinski and MartLndale, who 
first crossed paths on a kkushaU's 
commercial 17 years iigo. It was 
Krasinski’s first job ever. 

“1 knew he was special," Mai- 
tindale says. “We talked all day 
and he incredibly deep and 
smart and he was adorable and 
had charisma bejiOnd. I said, 'If 
1 had some monej', J'd bet it all 
on you.”' 

Krasinski remembers calling 
his mother after that day to tell 
her diat Hollywood people iuen't 
bad after ail. "I’ve been in loH'e 


with her as a person e\Tr since. 
As I've started to grow as an actor 
iuid understand what Fni doing, 
you realize that she is so excep¬ 
tional at what she does,” Krasin¬ 
ski said of Maitindale. "tart of 
the reason I cast her is because 
I thought if I could be iiround 
her I’d get better." 

'The film marked Krasinski's 
second time in the director’s 
chitJr. His first feature was an 
adaptation of David Foster Wal¬ 
lace's Brief interviews viith Hid¬ 
eous Men. It's an experience he 
chalks up to a time of blissful 
ignorance. His cinematographer, 
John Bailey, told him after thej' 
mapped thiiit there w'ere kuid 
mines all around him. 

“1 went about directing purely 
out of my heart which was great, 
but the problem with (that) is if 
something stumbles, j'ou'ie go¬ 
ing to get obliterated," he said.

assault on Jones." 'laran Killam 
said the hackers are “the worst of

The celebs' online rallying 
wasn't enough for Rebecca Car- 
roll, author of such books as [sav¬ 
ing The Race and Sugar In The 
Raw. She said people in positions 
of power need to “go deeper." 

“Where is the practical re¬ 
sponse to this grotesque, debih- 
tatingly mean-spirited viotenceT 
she said. “It's one thing to offer 
her digital apologies for others' 
racism. It's another to actually 
take a stiind to help eliminate 
it from our saciety." 

Jones briefly quit Twitter last 
month after ^Ing racial slurs, 
obscene photos and comments.

Old Havana^ on a hot Saturday 
afternoon, is almost more than 
the ejies tan hiindle.

population 2,500. 

Haines, 150 kilometres 
northwest of Juneau, was once 
the stronghold of the 
wealthy ChilkaETlin- 
git people, and was 
put on the map in the 
late 1800s when a for¬ 
mer trade route was 
turned into a toll roiid 
for miners looking to 
reach the Klondike. 

This charming 
town, 65 km from the 
U.S.i'Caruida border, is 
a little piece of Alas¬ 
kan paradise, 

Lociited on a penin¬ 
sula between the Chil- 
kat and Chilkoot Inlets 
and surrounded by the 
lakshanuk Mountains, 

Haines has the looks. 

It has the personal¬ 
ity too: The town has 
plenty of gems that feel 
authentic and unique, 
unlike other popular spots in 
the region that pride them¬ 
selves on kitschy experiences 
like lumberjack shows and 
salmon bakes. Must-sees in¬

the beiiten path. The towm sees 
more than 175,000 visitors a 
year including cruise traffic, 
which might sound like a lot, 
but compare that to Juneau’s 
more than 1.3 million. 

It has been around since 
1999, but reopened in down¬ 
town last year on property 
where an elementary school 
used to sit. 


The beer selection is 
diverse and really tasty 
(tty the Lookout Stout, a 
smooth, dark stouq and 
the Eldred Rock Red, an 
American red ale with 
caramel malts). Add to 
that the stunning Alas¬ 
kan scenery, and wait¬ 
ing in line neLner looked 
so good.

With three top golf courses 
within a fii^e-minute taxi ride of 
town, and another a short drL\'e 
up the highway, Whistler ranks 
among the best — and most 
convenient — golf destinations 
in North America. 

Golf was added to Whistler's 
tourism mbt in 19S3 when mu- 
nitipallvnnwned Whistler Golf 
Gub opened within shouting 
distance of a colourful, witUting- 


only inner ^iHlage that includes 
dozens of restaurants, hotels, 
shops, bars and outdoor patios. 

Designed by Arnold Palmer 
this strong layout is set in a 
serpentine valley dotted with 
nine bkes and tul by two creeks. 
yVnother attraction is the club's 
charming outdoor patio, an ideal 
spot top<jnder htjw to spend the 
rest of your day. Adreniihne junk¬ 
ies might opt for white-w^ater 
rafting on the Green River, a 
zip-line trek atiosis FiEzsimmons 
Valley, ora mad charge dov^n the 
slaloms of the world's largest 
downhill bike park. 

No one who visits Whistler is 
e\er disappointed by the scen¬ 
ery. I spotted a mama bear and 
her two cubs during my round 
at Nicklaus North Golf Course. 
Slowly building momentum, 
this Jack Nicklaus-designed lay¬ 
out switches into high gear nn a 
back nine featuring three strong 
piir threes, all of which bring 


water into play. 

Wi th the successful launch 
of acclaimed courses by Palmer 
and Nicklaus, golf's two biggest 
stars. Whistler emerged as one 
of North j'Vmerlca's most talked 
about new golf destinations. 

In 1993. the Fairmont hotel 
chain unveiled what purists 
maintain is Whistler's only true 
mountain course.
